CONFERENCE REPORT

The committee of conference on the disagreeing
votes of the two Houses on the amendment of the Senate
to the bill (IH.R. 2590) “making appropriations for the
Treasury Department, the United States Postal Service,
the Executive Office of the President, and certain Inde-
pendent Agencies, for the fiscal year ending September
30, 2002, and for other purposes”, having met, after full
and free conference, have agreed to recommend and do
recommend to their respective Houses as follows:

That the House recede from its disagreement to the
amendment of the Senate, and agree to the same with an
amendment, as follows:

In lieu of the matter stricken and inserted by said
amendment, insert:

That the following sums are appropriated, out of any
money i the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the
Treasury Department, the Unated States Postal Service,
the Executive Office of the President, and certain Inde-
pendent Agencies for the fiscal year ending September 30,

2002, and for other purposes, namely:
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TITLE I—DEPARTMENT OF THE TREASURY

DEPARTMENTAL OFFICES
SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the Departmental Offices
meluding  operation and maintenance of the Treasury
Buwilding and Annex; hire of passenger motor vehicles;
maintenance, repairs, and improvements of, and purchase
of commercial insurance policies for, real properties leased
or owned overseas, when necessary for the performance of
official business; not to exceed $3,500,000 for official travel
expenses; not to exceed $3,813,000, to remain available
until expended for information technology modernization
requirements; not to exceed $150,000 for official reception
and representation expenses; not to exceed $258,000 for un-
Jforeseen emergencies of a confidential nature, to be allo-
cated and expended under the direction of the Secretary of
the Treasury and to be accounted for solely on his certifi-
cate, $177,142,000: Provided, That of these amounts
$2,900,000 1s available for grants to State and local law
enforcement groups to help fight money laundering: Pro-
vided further, That of these amounts $2,000,000 shall be
available for a grant associated with research on transfer
pricing, and that such swm shall be transferred within 90

days of enactment of this Act.

PROGRAMS
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

For development and acquisition of automatic data
processing equipment, software, and services for the De-
partment of the Treasury, $68,828,000, to remain avail-
able until expended: Provided, That these funds shall be
transferred to accounts and in amounts as necessary to
satisfy the requirements of the Department’s offices, bu-
reaus, and other organizations: Provided further, That this
transfer authority shall be wn addition to any other trans-
fer authority provided in this Act: Provided further, That
none of the funds appropriated shall be used to support or
supplement the Internal Revenue Service appropriations
Sfor Information Systems.

OFFICE OF INSPECTOR GENERAL
SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the Office of Inspector Gen-
eral in carrying out the provisions of the Inspector Gen-
eral Act of 1978, as amended, not to exceed $2,000,000 for
official travel expenses, including hire of passenger motor
vehicles; and not to exceed $100,000 for unforeseen emer-
gencies of a confidential nature, to be allocated and ex-
pended under the direction of the Inspector General of the
Treasury, $35,424,000.
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TREASURY INSPECTOR GGENERAL FOR TAX
ADMINISTRATION
SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the Treasury Inspector Gen-
eral for Tax Administration in carrying out the Inspector
General Act of 1978, as amended, including purchase (not
to exceed 150 for replacement only for police-type use) and
hire of passenger motor vehicles (31 U.S.C. 1343(D)); serv-
wees authorized by 5 U.S.C. 3109, at such rates as may be
determaned by the Inspector General for Tax Administra-
tion; not to exceed $6,000,000 for official travel expenses;
and not to exceed $500,000 for unforeseen emergencies of
a confidential nature, to be allocated and expended under
the direction of the Inspector General for Tax Administra-
tion, $12.3,746,000.

TREASURY BUILDING AND ANNEX REPAIR AND
RESTORATION

For the repair, alteration, and improvement of the
Treasury Buwilding and Annex, $28,932,000, to remain
avarlable until expended.

EXPANDED ACCESS TO FINANCIAL SERVICES
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

To develop and vmplement programs to expand access

to financial services for low- and moderate-income individ-

uals, $2,000,000, such funds to become available upon au-
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thorization of thas program as provided by law and to re-
main  available until expended: Provided, That of these
Sfunds, such sums as may be necessary may be transferred
to accounts of the Department’s offices, bureaus, and other
organizations: Provided further, That this transfer author-
ity shall be wn addition to any other transfer authority
provided in this Act.
FINANCIAL CRIMES ENFORCEMENT NETWOREK
SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the Financial Crimes En-
Jorcement Network, including hire of passenger motor vehi-
cles; travel expenses of non-Federal law enforcement per-
sonnel to attend meetings concerned with financial intel-
ligence actwvities, law enforcement, and financial requla-
tion; not to exceed $14,000 for official reception and rep-
resentation expenses; and for assistance to Federal law en-
Jorcement agencies, with or without reimbursement,
$45,837,000, of which not to exceed $3,400,000 shall re-
main available until September 30, 2004; and of which
$7.790,000 shall remain available until September 30,
2003: Provided, That funds appropriated in this account
may be used to procure personal services contracts.

COUNTERTERRORISM FUND
For necessary expenses, as determined by the Sec-

retary, $40,000,000, to remain available until expended, to
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reimburse any Department of the Treasury organization
Jor the costs of providing support to counter, investigate,
or prosecute unexpected threats or acts of terrorism, in-
cluding payment of rewards in connection with these ac-
tivities: Provided, That use of such funds shall be subject
to prior notification of the Committees on Appropriations
m  accordance with guidelines for reprogramming and
transfer of funds.

FEDERAL LAW ENFORCEMENT TRAINING CENTER

SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the Federal Law Enforce-
ment Training Center, as a bureaw of the Department of
the Treasury, including materials and support costs of
Federal law enforcement basic training; purchase (not to
exceed 52 for police-type use, without regard to the general
purchase price limitation) and hire of passenger motor ve-
hicles; for expenses for student athletic and related activi-
ties; uniforms without regard to the general purchase price
limatation for the current fiscal year; the conducting of
and participating in firearms matches and presentation of
awards; for public awareness and enhancing community
support of law enforcement training; not to exceed $11,500
Jor official reception and representation expenses; room
and board for student interns; and services as authorized

by 5 U.S.C. 3109, $105,680,000, of which $650,000 shall
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be available for an interagency effort to establish written
standards on accreditation of Federal law enforcement
training; and of which up to $18,892,000 for materials
and support costs of Federal law enforcement basic train-
g shall remain available until September 30, 2004, and
of which up to 20 percent of the $18,892,000 also shall be
available for travel, room and board costs for participating
agency basic tramming during the first quarter of a fiscal
year, subject to full revmbursement by the benefitting agen-
cy: Provided, That the Center is authorized to accept and
use gifts of property, both real and personal, and to accept
services, for authorized purposes, including funding of a
gift of imtrinsic value which shall be awarded annually by
the Director of the Center to the outstanding student who
graduated from a basic training program at the Center
during the previous fiscal year, which shall be funded only
by gifts received through the Center’s gift authority: Pro-
vided further, That notwithstanding any other provision of
law, students attending training at any Federal Law En-
forcement Training Center site shall reside in on-Center or
Center-provided housing, insofar as available and in ac-
cordance with Center policy: Provided further, That funds
appropriated in this account shall be available, at the dis-
cretion of the Durector, for the following: training United

States Postal Service law enforcement personnel and Post-
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al police officers; State and local government law enforce-
ment traiming on a space-available basis; training of for-
eign law enforcement officials on a space-available basis
with resmbursement of actual costs to this appropriation,
except that revmbursement may be waived by the Secretary
Jor law enforcement traiming activities in foreign countries
undertaken pursuant to section 801 of the Antiterrorism
and Effective Death Penalty Act of 1996, Public Law 104—
32; trawming of private sector security officials on a space-
available basis with revmbursement of actual costs to this
appropriation; and travel expenses of mnon-Federal per-
sonnel to attend course development meetings and training
sponsored by the Center: Provided further, That the Center
18 authorized to obligate funds in anticipation of revm-
bursements from agencies recewving training sponsored by
the Federal Law Enforcement Training Center, except that
total obligations at the end of the fiscal year shall not ex-
ceed total budgetary resources available at the end of the
fiscal year: Provided further, That the Federal Law En-
forcement Training Center is authorized to provide train-
g for the Gang Resistance Education and Training pro-
gram to Federal and non-Federal personnel at any facility
m partnership with the Bureaw of Alcohol, Tobacco and
Firearms: Provided further, That the Federal Law En-

Jorcement Training Center 1s authorized to provide short-
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term medical services for students undergoing training at
the Center.

ACQUISITION, CONSTRUCTION, IMPROVEMENTS, AND

RELATED EXPENSES

For expansion of the Federal Law Enforcement
Training Center, for acquisition of necessary additional
real property and facilities, and for ongoing maintenance,
Sfacility 1mprovements, and related expenses, $33,434,000,
to remain available until expended.

INTERAGENCY LAW ENFORCEMENT
INTERAGENCY CRIME AND DRUG ENFORCEMENT

For expenses necessary to conduct investigations and
convict offenders involved in organized crime drug traf-
ficking, including cooperative efforts with State and local
law enforcement, as it relates to the Treasury Department
law enforcement violations such as money laundering, vio-
lent crime, and smuggling, $107,576,000, of which
$7,827,000 shall remain available until expended.

FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT SERVICE
SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the Financial Management
Service, $212,850,000, of which not to exceed $9,220,000
shall remain available until September 30, 2004, for infor-
mation systems modernization nitiatives; and of which
not to exceed $2,500 shall be available for official reception

and representation expenses.
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BUREAU OF ALcoOHOL, TOBACCO AND FIREARMS
SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the Bureaw of Alcohol, To-
bacco and Firearms, including purchase of not to exceed
822 vehicles for police-type use, of which 650 shall be for
replacement only, and hire of passenger motor wvehicles;
hire of avrcraft; services of expert witnesses at such rates
as may be determined by the Dirvector; for payment of per
diem and/or subsistence allowances to employees where a
major wnvestigative assignment requires an employee to
work 16 hours or more per day or to remain overnight at
his or her post of duty; not to exceed $20,000 for official
reception and representation expenses; for traiming of
State and local law enforcement agencies with or without
revmbursement, including training in connection with the
traiming and acquisition of canines for explosives and fire
accelerants detection; not to exceed $50,000 for cooperative
research and development programs for Laboratory Serv-
wees and Fire Research Center activities; and provision of
laboratory assistance to State and local agencies, with or
without reimbursement, $823,316,000, of which $3,500,000
shall be available for retrofitting and upgrades of the Na-
tional Tracing Center Facility in Martinsburg, West Vir-
ginia; of which not to exceed $1,000,000 shall be available

Jor the payment of attorneys’ fees as provided by 18 U.S.C.
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924(d)(2); of which up to $2,000,000 shall be available for

the equipping of any vessel, vehicle, equipment, or aircraft
available for official use by a State or local law enforce-
ment agency if the conveyance will be used in joint law
enforcement operations with the Bureaw of Alcohol, To-
bacco and Firearms and for the payment of overtime sala-
ries including Social Security and Medicare, travel, fuel,
training, equipment, supplies, and other similar costs of
State and local law enforcement personnel, including
sworn officers and support personnel, that are incurred in
jownt operations with the Bureaw of Alcohol, Tobacco and
Furearms, and of which $13,000,000, to remain available
until expended, shall be available for disbursements
through grants, cooperative agreements or contracts to
local governments for Gang Resistance Education and
Traiming: Provided, That no funds made available by this
or any other Act may be used to transfer the functions,
missions, or actiwities of the Bureaw of Alcohol, Tobacco
and Firearms to other agencies or Departments in fiscal
year 2002: Provided further, That no funds appropriated
herein shall be available for salaries or administrative ex-
penses 1n connection with consolidating or centralizing,
within the Department of the Treasury, the records, or any
portion thereof, of acquisition and disposition of firearms

maintained by Federal firearms licensees: Provided fur-
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ther, That no funds appropriated herein shall be used to
pay administrative expenses or the compensation of any
officer or employee of the United States to implement an
amendment or amendments to 27 CFR 178.118 or to
change the definition of “Curios or relics” in 27 CFR
178.11 or remove any item from ATEF Publication 5300.11
as 1t existed on Januwary 1, 1994: Provided further, That
none of the funds appropriated herein shall be available to
mvestigate or act upon applications for relief from Federal
Sfirearms disabilities under 18 U.S.C. 925(¢c): Provided fur-
ther, That such funds shall be available to investigate and
act upon applications filed by corporations for relief from
Federal firearms disabilities under 18 U.S.C. 925(¢c): Pro-
vided further, That no funds under this Act may be used
to electronically retrieve information gathered pursuant to
18 U.S.C. 923(g)(4) by name or any personal identifica-
tion code.
UNITED STATES CUSTOMS SERVICE
SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the United States Customs
Service, including purchase and lease of up to 1,235 motor
vehicles of which 550 are for replacement only and of
which 1,215 are for police-type use and commercial oper-
ations; hire of motor vehicles; contracting with individuals

Jor personal services abroad; not to exceed $40,000 for offi-
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cial reception and representation expenses; and awards of
compensation to informers, as authorized by any Act en-
Jorced by the United States Customs  Service,
$2,079,357,000, of which such sums as become available in
the Customs User Fee Account, except sums subject to sec-
tion 13031(f)(3) of the Consolidated Omnibus Budget Rec-
onciliation Act of 1985, as amended (19 U.S.C. 58c(f)(3)),
shall be derived from that Account; of the total, not to ex-
ceed $150,000 shall be available for payment for rental
space in connection with preclearance operations; not to
exceed $4,000,000 shall be available until expended for re-
search; not less than $100,000 shall be available to promote
public awareness of the child pornography tipline; not less
than $200,000 shall be available for Project Alert; not less
than $1,000,000 shall be provided to develop a curriculum
Jor the traiming of law enforcement dogs to combat and re-
spond to terrorist activities specifically related to chemical
and biological threats; not to exceed $5,000,000 shall be
available until expended for conducting special operations
pursuant to 19 U.S.C. 2081; not to exceed $8,000,000 shall
be available until expended for the procurement of automa-
tion anfrastructure items, including hardware, software,
and nstallation; not to exceed $33,151,000 shall be avail-
able until expended for the procurement and deployment of

non-intrusive inspection technology; and not to exceed
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$5,000,000 shall be available until expended for repairs to

Customs facilities: Provided, That of the total amount of
Junds made available for forced child labor activities in
fiscal year 2002, not to exceed $4,400,000 shall remain
avarlable until expended for operations and support of
such actwities: Provided further, That uniforms may be
purchased without regard to the general purchase price
limitation for the current fiscal year: Provided further,
That notwithstanding any other provision of law, the fis-
cal year aggregate overtime limitation prescribed in sub-
section 5(c)(1) of the Act of February 13, 1911 (19 U.S.C.
261 and 267) shall be $30,000.
HARBOR MAINTENANCE FEE COLLECTION
(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

For administrative expenses related to the collection
of the Harbor Maintenance Fee, pursuant to Public Law
105-182, $3,000,000, to be derived from the Harbor Main-
tenance Trust Fund and to be transferred to and merged
with the Customs “Salaries and Expenses” account for
such purposes.

OPERATION, MAINTENANCE AND PROCUREMENT, AIR AND
MARINE INTERDICTION PROGRAMS

For expenses, not otherwise provided for, necessary for
the operation and maintenance of marine vessels, aircraft,
and other related equipment of the Air and Marine Pro-

grams, including operational training and mission-related
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travel, and rental payments for facilities occupied by the
avr or marime interdiction and demand reduction pro-
grams, the operations of which include the following: the
mterdiction of narcotics and other goods; the provision of
support to Customs and other Federal, State, and local
agencies in the enforcement or administration of laws en-
forced by the Customs Service; and, at the discretion of the
Commassioner of Customs, the provision of assistance to
Federal, State, and local agencies in other law enforcement
and emergency humanitarian efforts, $177,860,000, which
shall remain available until expended: Provided, That no
avreraft or other related equipment, with the exception of
avreraft which is one of a kind and has been identified as
excess to Customs requirements and aireraft which has
been damaged beyond repair, shall be transferred to any
other Federal agency, department, or office outside of the
Department of the Treasury, during fiscal year 2002 with-
out the prior approval of the Committees on Appropria-
tions.
AUTOMATION MODERNIZATION

For expenses not otherwise provided for Customs
automated systems, $427,832,000, to remain available
until expended, of which $5,400,000 shall be for the Inter-
national  Trade Data System, and not less than
$300,000,000 shall be for the development of the Automated

Commercial Environment: Provided, That mnone of the
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Junds appropriated under this heading may be obligated

Jor the Automated Commercial Environment until the
United States Customs Service prepares and submats to the
Commattees on  Appropriations a plan  for expenditure
that: (1) meets the capital planning and investment con-
trol review requirements established by the Office of Man-
agement and Budget, including OMB Circular A-11, part
3; (2) complies with the Unated States Customs Service’s
Enterprise Information Systems Architecture; (3) complies
with the acquisition rules, requirements, guidelines, and
systems acquisition management practices of the Federal
Government; (4) is reviewed and approved by the Customs
Investment Review Board, the Department of the Treas-
ury, and the Office of Management and Budget; and (5)
1s reviewed by the General Accounting Office: Provided
SJurther, That none of the funds appropriated under this
heading may be obligated for the Automated Commercial
Environment until such expenditure plan has been ap-
proved by the Committees on Appropriations.
UNITED STATES MINT

UNITED STATES MINT PUBLIC ENTERPRISE FUND

Pursuant to section 5136 of title 31, United States
Code, the United States Mint is provided funding through
the United States Mint Public Enterprise Fund for costs

associated with the production of circulating coins, numais-
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matic coins, and protective services, including both oper-
ating expenses and capital investments. The aggregate
amount of new liabilities and obligations incurred during
fiscal year 2002 under such section 5136 for circulating
cornage and protective service capital investments of the
Unated States Mint shall not exceed $43,000,000. From
amounts in the United States Mint Public Enterprise
Fund, the Secretary of the Treasury shall pay to the
Comptroller General an amount not to exceed $250,000 to
revmburse the Comptroller General for the cost of a study
to be conducted by the Comptroller General on any changes
necessary to maximize public interest and acceptance and
to achieve a better balance in the numbers of coins of dif-
ferent denominations i circulation, with particular atten-
tion to increasing the number of $1 coins in circulation.
BUREAU oF THE PUBLIC DEBT
ADMINISTERING THE PUBLIC DEBT

For necessary expenses connected with any public-
debt issues of the Unated States, $191,353,000, of which
not to exceed $15,000 shall be available for official recep-
tion and representation expenses, and of which not to ex-
ceed $2,000,000 shall remain available until expended for
systems modernization: Provided, That the sum appro-
priated herein from the General Fund for fiscal year 2002

shall be reduced by not more than $4,400,000 as definitive
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security issue fees and Treasury Direct Investor Account
Maintenance fees are collected, so as to result in a final
fiscal year 2002 appropriation from the General Fund es-
timated at $186,953,000. In addition, $40,000, to be de-
rived from the Oil Spill Liability Trust Fund to revmburse
the Bureau for administrative and personnel expenses for
Jinancial management of the Fund, as authorized by sec-
tion 1012 of Public Law 101-380.
INTERNAL REVENUE SERVICE
PROCESSING, ASSISTANCE, AND MANAGEMENT

For necessary expenses of the Internal Revenue Serv-
wce for pre-filing taxpayer assistance and education, filing
and account services, shared services support, general man-
agement and administration; and services as authorized by
5 US.C. 3109, at such rates as may be determined by the
Commassioner, $3,797,890,000, of which up to $3,950,000
shall be for the Tax Counseling for the Elderly Program,
of which $7,000,000 shall be available for low-income tax-
payer clinic grants, and of which not to exceed $25,000
shall be for official reception and representation expenses.

TAX LAW ENFORCEMENT

For necessary expenses of the Internal Revenue Serv-
wee for determaning and establishing tax liabilities; pro-
viding litigation support; conducting criminal investiga-
tion and enforcement activities; securing unfiled tax re-

turns; collecting unpaid accounts; conducting a docwment
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matching program; resolving taxpayer problems through
prompt identification, referral and settlement; compiling
statistics of income and conducting compliance research;
purchase (for police-type use, not to exceed 850) and hire
of passenger motor vehicles (31 U.S.C. 1343(D)); and serv-
wces as authorized by 5 U.S.C. 3109, at such rates as may
be determined by the Commissioner, $3,538,347,000, of
which not to exceed $1,000,000 shall remain available
until September 30, 2004, for research.
EARNED INCOME TAX CREDIT COMPLIANCE INITIATIVE

For funding essential earned income tax credit com-
pliance and error reduction initiatives pursuant to section
5702 of the Balanced Budget Act of 1997 (Public Law
105-33), $146,000,000, of which not to exceed $10,000,000
may be used to revmburse the Social Security Administra-
tion for the costs of implementing section 1090 of the Tax-
payer Relief Act of 1997.

INFORMATION SYSTEMS

For necessary expenses of the Internal Revenue Serv-
wce for anformation systems and telecommunications sup-
port, including developmental information systems and
operational information systems; the hire of passenger
motor vehicles (31 U.S.C. 1343(b)); and services as author-
wzed by 5 U.S.C. 3109, at such rates as may be determined
by the Commassioner, $1,563,249,000, which shall remain

available until September 30, 2003.
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BUSINESS SYSTEMS MODERNIZATION

For necessary expenses of the Internal Revenue Serv-
1ee, $391,593,000, to remain avarlable until September 30,
2004, for the capital asset acquisition of information tech-
nology systems, including management and related con-
tractual costs of said acquisitions, including contractual
costs associated with operations authorized by 5 U.S.C.
3109: Provided, That none of these funds may be obligated
until the Internal Revenue Service submaits to the Commit-
tees on Appropriations, and such Committees approve, a
plan for expenditure that: (1) meets the capital planning
and investment control review requirements established by
the Office of Management and Budget, including Circular
A-11 part 3; (2) complies with the Internal Revenue Serv-
wee’s enterprise architecture, including the modernization
blueprint; (3) conforms with the Internal Revenue Serv-
wce’s enterprise life cycle methodology; (4) 1s approved by
the Internal Revenue Service, the Department of the Treas-
ury, and the Office of Management and Budget; (5) has
been reviewed by the General Accounting Office; and (6)
complies with the acquisition rules, requirements, guide-
lines, and systems acquisition management practices of the

Federal Government.
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ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS—INTERNAL REVENUE

SERVICE

SEC. 101. Not to exceed 5 percent of any appropria-
tion made available in this Act to the Internal Revenue
Service may be transferred to any other Internal Revenue
Service appropriation upon the advance approval of the
Commattees on Appropriations.

SEc. 102. The Internal Revenue Service shall main-
tain a traiming program to ensure that Internal Revenue
Service employees are trained in taxpayers’ rights, in
dealing courteously with the taxpayers, and in cross-cul-
tural relations.

SEc. 103. The Internal Revenue Service shall insti-
tute and enforce policies and procedures that will safe-
guard the confidentiality of taxpayer information.

SEcC. 104. Funds made available by this or any other
Act to the Internal Revenue Service shall be available for
mmproved facilities and increased manpower to provide
sufficient and effective 1-800 help line service for tax-
payers. The Commissioner shall continue to make the im-
provement of the Internal Revenue Service 1-800 help line
service a priority and allocate resources necessary to in-
crease phone lines and staff to improve the Internal Rev-

enue Service 1-800 help line service.
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UNITED STATES SECRET SERVICE
SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the United States Secret
Service, including purchase of not to exceed 1,149 vehicles
Jor police-type use, of which 945 shall be for replacement
only, and hire of passenger motor vehicles; purchase of
American-made  side-car compatible motorcycles; hire of
avreraft; training and assistance requested by State and
local governments, which may be provided without reim-
bursement; services of expert witnesses at such rates as
may be determined by the Director; rental of buildings in
the District of Columbia, and fencing, lLighting, guard
booths, and other facilities on private or other property not
- Government ownership or control, as may be necessary
to perform protective functions; for payment of per diem
and/or subsistence allowances to employees where a protec-
twe assignment during the actual day or days of the visit
of a protectee require an employee to work 16 hours per
day or to remain overnight at his or her post of duty; the
conducting of and participating in firearms matches; pres-
entation of awards; for travel of Secret Service employees
on protective missions without regard to the limitations on
such expenditures in this or any other Act if approval is
obtained in advance from the Commattees on Appropria-

tions; for research and development; for making grants to
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conduct behavioral research wn support of protective re-
search and operations; not to exceed $25,000 for official re-
ception and representation expenses; mnot to exceed
$100,000 to provide technical assistance and equipment to
Joreign law enforcement organizations in counterfeit inves-
tigations; for payment in advance for commercial accom-
modations as may be necessary to perform protective func-
tions; and for uniforms without regard to the general pur-
chase price limitation for the current fiscal year,
$920,615,000, of which $1,633,000 shall be available for fo-
rensic and related support of investigations of missing and
exploited children, and of which $3,009,000 shall be avail-
able as a grant for actwities related to the investigations
of exploited children and shall remain available until ex-
pended: Provided, That up to $18,000,000 provided for
protective travel shall remain available until September
30, 2003.

TITLE V—GENERAL PROVISIONS
THis Acr

SEC. 501. No part of any appropriation contained in
this Act shall remain available for obligation beyond the
current fiscal year unless expressly so provided herein.

SEC. 502. The expenditure of any appropriation
under this Act for any consulting service through procure-
ment contract, pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 3109, shall be limaited
to those contracts where such expenditures are a matter of

public record and available for public inspection, except
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where otherwise provided under existing law, or under ex-
isting Kxecutive order issued pursuant to existing law.

SEC. 503. None of the funds made available by this
Act shall be available for any activity or for paying the
salary of any Government employee where funding an ac-
tivity or paying a salary to a Government employee would
result in a decision, determination, rule, regulation, or
policy that would prohibit the enforcement of section 307
of the Tariff Act of 1930.

SEC. 504. None of the funds made available by this
Act shall be available in fiscal year 2002 for the purpose
of transferring control over the Federal Law Enforcement
Training Center located at Glynco, Georgia, and Artesia,
New Mexico, out of the Department of the Treasury.

SEC. 505. No part of any appropriation contained in
this Act shall be available to pay the salary for any person
filling a position, other than a temporary position, for-
merly held by an employee who has left to enter the Armed
Forces of the United States and has satisfactorily com-
pleted his period of active military or naval service, and
has within 90 days after his release from such service or
Jrom hospitalization continuing after discharge for a pe-
riod of not more than 1 year, made application for res-
toration to his former position and has been certified by

the Office of Personnel Management as still qualified to
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perform the duties of his former position and has not been
restored thereto.

SEC. 506. No funds appropriated pursuant to this Act
may be expended by an entity unless the entity agrees that
m expending the assistance the entity unll comply with
sections 2 through 4 of the Act of March 3, 1933 (41
U.S.C. 10a—10c, popularly known as the “Buy American
Act”).

SEC. 507. (a) PURCHASE OF AMERICAN-MADE EQUIP-
MENT AND PRODUCTS.—In the case of any equipment or
products that may be authorized to be purchased with fi-
nancial assistance provided under this Act, it is the sense
of the Congress that entities receiving such assistance
should, in expending the assistance, purchase only Amer-
wecan-made equipment and products.

(b) NOTICE TO RECIPIENTS OF ASSISTANCE.—In pro-
viding financial assistance under this Act, the Secretary of
the Treasury shall provide to each recipient of the assist-
ance a notice describing the statement made in subsection
(a) by the Congress.

SEC. 508. If it has been finally determined by a court
or Federal agency that any person intentionally affixed a
label bearing a “Made in America’ inscription, or any in-
seription with the same meaning, to any product sold in

or shipped to the United States that is not made in the
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Unated States, such person shall be ineligible to receive
any contract or subcontract made with funds provided
pursuant to this Act, pursuant to the debarment, suspen-
sion, and neligibility  procedures described in  sections
9.400 through 9.409 of title 48, Code of Federal Regula-
tions.

SEC. 509. No funds appropriated by this Act shall be
available to pay for an abortion, or the administrative ex-
penses in connection with any health plan under the Fed-
eral employees health benefit program which provides any
benefits or coverage for abortions.

SEc. 510. The provision of section 509 shall not
apply where the life of the mother would be endangered if
the fetus were carried to term, or the pregnancy is the re-
sult of an act of rape or incest.

SEc. 511. Except as otherwise specifically provided
by law, not to exceed 50 percent of unobligated balances
remaining available at the end of fiscal year 2002 from
appropriations made available for salaries and expenses
for fiscal year 2002 in this Act, shall remain available
through September 30, 2003, for each such account for the
purposes authorized: Provided, That a request shall be sub-
matted to the Committees on Appropriations for approval

prior to the expenditure of such funds: Provided further,
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That these requests shall be made in compliance with re-
programming guidelines.

SEC. 512. None of the funds made available in this
Act may be used by the Executive Office of the President
to request from the Federal Bureaw of Investigation any
official background investigation report on any individual,
except when—

(1) such individual has given his or her express

written consent for such request not more than 6

months prior to the date of such request and during

the same presidential administration; or
(2) such request is requirved due to extraordinary
circumstances imvolving national security.

SEC. 513. The cost accounting standards promulgated
under section 26 of the Office of Federal Procurement Pol-
wey Act (Public Law 95-400; 41 U.S.C. 422) shall not
apply with respect to a contract under the Federal Em-
ployees Health Benefits Program established wunder chapter
89 of title 5, United States Code.

SEC. 514. For the purpose of resolving litigation and
implementing any settlement agreements regarding the
nonforexgn area cost-of-living allowance program, the Of-
fice of Personnel Management may accept and utilize

(without regard to any restriction on unanticipated travel
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expenses imposed in an Appropriations Act) funds made
available to the Office pursuant to court approval.

SEC. 515. No funds appropriated or otherwise made
available under this Act shall be made available to any
person or entity that has been convicted of violating the
Buy American Act (41 U.S.C. 10a—10c).

TITLE VI—GENERAL PROVISIONS

DEPARTMENTS, AGENCIES, AND CORPORATIONS

SEC. 601. Funds appropriated in this or any other
Act may be used to pay travel to the United States for the
vmmediate family of employees serving abroad in cases of
death or life threatening illness of said employee.

SEC. 602. No department, agency, or instrumentality
of the United States recetving appropriated funds under
this or any other Act for fiscal year 2002 shall obligate or
expend any such funds, unless such department, agency, or
wstrumentality has in place, and will continue to admin-
wster an good faith, a written policy designed to ensure that
all of its workplaces are free from the illegal use, posses-
sion, or distribution of controlled substances (as defined in
the Controlled Substances Act) by the officers and employ-
ees of such department, agency, or instrumentality.

SEC. 603. Unless otherwise specifically provided, the
maximum amount allowable during the current fiscal year

m accordance with section 16 of the Act of August 2, 1946
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(60 Stat. 810), for the purchase of any passenger motor ve-

hicle (exclusive of buses, ambulances, law enforcement, and
undercover surveillance vehicles), is hereby fixed at $8,100
except station wagons for which the maximwm shall be
$9,100: Provided, That these limits may be exceeded by not
to exceed $3,700 for police-type vehicles, and by not to ex-
ceed $4,000 for special heavy-duty vehicles: Provided fur-
ther, That the limits set forth in this section may not be
exceeded by more than 5 percent for electric or hybrid vehi-
cles purchased for demonstration under the provisions of
the Electric and Hybrid Vehicle Research, Development,
and Demonstration Act of 1976: Provided further, That the
limits set forth in this section may be exceeded by the in-
cremental cost of clean alternative fuels vehicles acquired
pursuant to Public Law 101-549 over the cost of com-
parable conventionally fueled vehicles.

SEC. 604. Appropriations of the executive depart-
ments and independent establishments for the current fis-
cal year available for expenses of travel, or for the expenses
of the activity concerned, are hereby made available for
quarters allowances and cost-of-living allowances, in ac-
cordance with 5 U.S.C. 5922-5924.

SEC. 605. Unless otherwise specified during the cur-
rent fiscal year, no part of any appropriation contained

wm this or any other Act shall be used to pay the compensa-
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tion of any officer or employee of the Government of the
United States (including any agency the majority of the
stock of which 1is owned by the Government of the Unaited
States) whose post of duty is in the continental United
States unless such person: (1) is a citizen of the United
States; (2) 1s a person in the service of the United States
on the date of the enactment of this Act who, being eligible
Jor citizenship, has filed a declaration of intention to be-
come a citizen of the United States prior to such date and
1s actually residing wn the United States; (3) is a person
who owes allegiance to the Unated States; (4) s an alien
from Cuba, Poland, South Vietnam, the countries of the
Jormer Soviet Union, or the Baltic countries lawfully ad-
mitted to the United States for permanent residence; (5)
1s @ South Vietnamese, Cambodian, or Laotian refugee pa-
roled in the United States after January 1, 1975; or (6)
1s a national of the People’s Republic of China who quali-
fies for adjustment of status pursuant to the Chinese Stu-
dent Protection Act of 1992: Provided, That for the pur-
pose of this section, an affidavit signed by any such person
shall be considered prima facie evidence that the require-
ments of this section with respect to his or her status have
been complied with: Provided further, That any person
making a false affidavit shall be guilty of a felony, and,

upon conviction, shall be fined no more than $4,000 or 1m-
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prisoned for not more than 1 year, or both: Provided fur-
ther, That the above penal clause shall be in addition to,
and not in substitution for, any other provisions of exist-
g law: Provided further, That any payment made to any
officer or employee contrary to the provisions of this sec-
tion shall be recoverable in action by the Federal Govern-
ment. This section shall not apply to citizens of Ireland,
Israel, or the Republic of the Philippines, or to nationals
of those countries allied with the Unaited States in a cur-
rent defense effort, or to international broadcasters em-
ployed by the United States Information Agency, or to
temporary employment of translators, or to temporary em-
ployment in the field service (not to exceed 60 days) as a
result of emergencies.

SEC. 606. Appropriations available to any depart-
ment or agency during the current fiscal year for nec-
essary expenses, including maintenance or operating ex-
penses, shall also be available for payment to the General
Services Administration for charges for space and services
and those expenses of renovation and alteration of build-
mgs and facilities which constitute public 1mprovements
performed in accordance with the Public Buildings Act of
1959 (73 Stat. 749), the Public Buildings Amendments of
1972 (87 Stat. 216), or other applicable law.
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SEc. 607. In addition to funds provided in this or

any other Act, all Federal agencies are authorized to re-
cewe and use funds resulting from the sale of materials,
mcluding  Federal records disposed of pursuant to a
records schedule recovered through recycling or waste pre-
vention programs. Such funds shall be available until ex-
pended for the following purposes:

(1) Acquisition, waste reduction and prevention,
and recycling programs as described in  Erecutive
Order No. 13101 (September 14, 1998), including any
such programs adopted prior to the effective date of
the Executive order.

(2) Other Federal agency environmental manage-
ment programs, including, but not limited to, the de-
velopment and 1mplementation of hazardous waste
management and pollution prevention programs.

(3) Other employee programs as authorized by
law or as deemed appropriate by the head of the Fed-
eral agency.

SEC. 608. Funds made available by this or any other
Act for administrative expenses in the current fiscal year
of the corporations and agencies subject to chapter 91 of
title 31, United States Code, shall be available, in addition
to objects for which such funds are otherwise available, for

rent in the District of Columbia; services in accordance
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with 5 U.S.C. 3109; and the objects specified under this

head, all the provisions of which shall be applicable to the
expenditure of such funds unless otherwise specified in the
Act by which they are made available: Provided, That in
the event any functions budgeted as administrative ex-
penses are subsequently transferred to or paid from other
Junds, the limitations on administrative expenses shall be
correspondingly reduced.

SEC. 609. No part of any appropriation for the cur-
rent fiscal year contained in this or any other Act shall
be paid to any person for the filling of any position for
which he or she has been mominated after the Senate has
voted not to approve the nomination of said person.

SEC. 610. No part of any appropriation contained in
this or any other Act shall be available for interagency fi-
nancing of boards (except Federal FExecutive Boards), com-
missions, councils, commattees, or similar groups (whether
or not they are interagency entities) which do not have a
prior and specific statutory approval to receive financial
support from more than one agency or instrumentality.

SEC. 611. Funds made available by this or any other
Act to the Postal Service Fund (39 U.S.C. 2003) shall be
available for employment of guards for all buildings and
areas owned or occupied by the Postal Service and under

the charge and control of the Postal Service, and such
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guards shall have, with respect to such property, the pow-
ers of special policemen provided by the first section of the
Act of June 1, 1948, as amended (62 Stat. 281; 40 U.S.C.
318), and, as to property owned or occupied by the Postal
Service, the Postmaster General may take the same actions
as the Administrator of General Services may take under
the provisions of sections 2 and 3 of the Act of June 1,
1948, as amended (62 Stat. 281; 40 U.S.C. 318a and
318b), attaching thereto penal consequences under the au-
thority and within the limits provided in section 4 of the
Act of June 1, 1948, as amended (62 Stat. 281; 40 U.S.C.
318¢).

SEcC. 612. None of the funds made available pursuant
to the provisions of this Act shall be used to implement,
admanister, or enforce any regulation which has been dis-
approved pursuant to a resolution of disapproval duly
adopted in accordance with the applicable law of the
United States.

SEC. 613. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision of
law, and except as otherwise provided wn this section, no
part of any of the funds appropriated for fiscal year 2002,
by this or any other Act, may be used to pay any pre-
vailing rate employee described in section 5342(a)(2)(A) of
title 5, United States Code—
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(1) during the period from the date of expiration
of the limitation vmposed by section 613 of the Treas-
ury and General Government Appropriations Act,
2001, until the normal effective date of the applicable
wage survey adjustment that is to take effect in fiscal
year 2002, in an amount that exceeds the rate pay-
able for the applicable grade and step of the applica-
ble wage schedule in accordance with such section
613; and

(2) during the period consisting of the remainder
of fiscal year 2002, in an amount that exceeds, as a
result of a wage survey adjustment, the rate payable
under paragraph (1) by more than the sum of—

(A) the percentage adjustment taking effect

m fiscal year 2002 under section 5303 of title 5,

Unated States Code, in the rates of pay under the

General Schedule; and

(B) the difference between the overall aver-

age percentage of the locality-Dased — com-

parability payments taking effect in fiscal year

2002 under section 5304 of such title (whether by

adjustment or otherwise), and the overall average

percentage of such payments which was effective

e fiscal year 2001 under such section.
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(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no
prevailing rate employee described in subparagraph (B) or
(C) of section 5342(a)(2) of title 5, United States Code,
and no employee covered by section 5348 of such title, may
be paid during the periods for which subsection (a) is in
effect at a rate that exceeds the rates that would be payable
under subsection (a) were subsection (a) applicable to such
employee.

(¢) For the purposes of this section, the rates payable
to an employee who 1s covered by this section and who is
paid from a schedule not in existence on September 30,
2001, shall be determined under regulations prescribed by
the Office of Personnel Management.

(d) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, rates
of premium pay for employees subject to this section may
not be changed from the rates in effect on September 30,
2001, except to the extent determined by the Office of Per-
sonmel Management to be consistent with the purpose of
this section.

(e) This section shall apply with respect to pay for
service performed after September 30, 2001.

(f) For the purpose of administering any provision of
law (including any rule or requlation that provides pre-
miwm pay, retirement, life insurance, or any other em-

ployee benefit) that requires any deduction or contribution,
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or that imposes any requirement or limatation on the basis
of a rate of salary or basic pay, the rate of salary or basic
pay payable after the application of this section shall be
treated as the rate of salary or basic pay.

(9) Nothing in this section shall be considered to per-
mat or require the payment to any employee covered by
this section at a rate in excess of the rate that would be
payable were this section not in effect.

(h) The Office of Personnel Management may provide
Jor exceptions to the limitations imposed by this section if
the Office determines that such exceptions are necessary to
ensure the recruitment or retention of qualified employees.

SEC. 614. During the period in which the head of any
department or agency, or any other officer or ciwilian em-
ployee of the Government appointed by the President of the
Unated States, holds office, no funds may be obligated or
expended 1n excess of $5,000 to furnish or redecorate the
office of such department head, agency head, officer, or em-
ployee, or to purchase furniture or make improvements for
any such office, unless advance notice of such furnishing
or redecoration 1s expressly approved by the Committees
on Appropriations. For the purposes of this section, the
word “office” shall include the entire suite of offices as-

signed to the individual, as well as any other space used
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primarily by the indwidual or the use of which 1s divectly
controlled by the individual.

SEC. 615. Notwithstanding any other provision of
law, no executive branch agency shall purchase, construct,
and/or lease any additional facilities, except within or
contiguous to existing locations, to be used for the purpose
of conducting Federal law enforcement training without
the advance approval of the Committees on Appropria-
tions, except that the Federal Law Enforcement Training
Center 1s authorized to obtain the temporary use of addi-
tional facilities by lease, contract, or other agreement for
training which cannot be accommodated in existing Center
Jacilities.

SEC. 616. Notwithstanding section 1346 of title 31,
Unated States Code, or section 610 of this Act, funds made
available for fiscal year 2002 by this or any other Act
shall be available for the interagency funding of national
security and emergency preparedness telecommunications
mitwatives which benefit multiple Federal departments,
agencies, or entities, as provided by Executive Order No.
12472 (Apmil 3, 1984).

SEC. 617. (a) None of the funds appropriated by this
or any other Act may be obligated or expended by any
Federal department, agency, or other instrumentality for

the salaries or expenses of any employee appointed to a po-
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sition of a confidential or policy-determining character ex-
cepted from the competitive service pursuant to section
3302 of title 5, United States Code, without a certification
to the Office of Personnel Management from the head of the
Federal department, agency, or other instrumentality em-
ploying the Schedule C appointee that the Schedule C posi-
tion was not created solely or primarily n order to detail
the employee to the White House.

(b) The provisions of this section shall not apply to
Federal employees or members of the armed services de-
tailed to or from—

(1) the Central Intelligence Agency;

(2) the National Security Agency;

(3) the Defense Intelligence Agency;

(4) the offices within the Department of Defense

Jor the collection of specialized national foreign intel-

ligence through reconnaissance programs;

(5) the Bureaw of Intelligence and Research of
the Department of State;
(6) any agency, office, or unit of the Army,

Navy, Awr Force, and Marine Corps, the Federal Bu-

reau of Investigation and the Drug Enforcement Ad-

mainistration of the Department of Justice, the De-

partment of Transportation, the Department of the

Treasury, and the Department of Energy performing

mtelligence functions; and

(7) the Director of Central Intelligence.

SEcC. 618. No department, agency, or instrumentality
of the United States recetving appropriated funds under
this or any other Act for fiscal year 2002 shall obligate or
expend any such funds, unless such department, agency, or
strumentality has in place, and will continue to admin-
wster an good faith, a written policy designed to ensure that
all of its workplaces are free from discrimination and sex-
ual harassment and that all of its workplaces are not in
violation of title VII of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as
amended, the Age Discrimination in Employment Act of
1967, and the Rehabilitation Act of 1973.

SEC. 619. None of the funds made available in this
Act for the United States Customs Service may be used to
allow—

(1) the importation into the United States of
any good, ware, article, or merchandise mined, pro-
duced, or manufactured by forced or indentured child
labor, as determined pursuant to section 307 of the
Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. 1307); or

(2) the release into the United States of any
good, ware, article, or merchandise on which the

Unated States Customs Service has in effect a deten-
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tion order, pursuant to such section 307, on the basis

that the good, ware, article, or merchandise may have

been maned, produced, or manufactured by forced or
ndentured chald labor.

SEC. 620. No part of any appropriation contained in
this or any other Act shall be available for the payment
of the salary of any officer or employee of the Federal Gov-
ernment, who—

(1) prohibits or prevents, or attempts or threat-
ens to prohibit or prevent, any other officer or em-
ployee of the Federal Government from having any
dvrect oral or written communication or contact with
any Member, committee, or subcommaittee of the Con-
gress in connection with any matter pertaining to the
employment of such other officer or employee or per-
taining to the department or agency of such other of-
Jicer or employee in any way, irrespective of whether
such communication or contact is at the initiative of
such other officer or employee or in response to the re-
quest or inquiry of such Member, committee, or sub-
commattee; or

(2) removes, suspends from duty without pay,
demotes, reduces in rank, seniority, status, pay, or
performance of efficiency rating, denies promotion to,

relocates, reassigns, transfers, disciplines, or discrimi-
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nates i regard to any employment right, entitlement,
or benefit, or any term or condition of employment of,
any other officer or employee of the Federal Govern-
ment, or attempts or threatens to commait any of the
foregoing actions with respect to such other officer or
employee, by reason of any communication or contact
of such other officer or employee with any Member,
committee, or subcommittee of the Congress as de-

seribed in paragraph (1).

SEc. 621. (a) None of the funds made available in
this or any other Act may be obligated or expended for any
employee training that—

(1) does not meet rdentified needs for knowledge,
skills, and abilities bearing directly upon the perform-
ance of official duties;

(2) contains elements likely to induce high levels
of emotional response or psychological stress in some
participants;

(3) does not require prior employee notification
of the content and methods to be used wn the training
and written end of course evaluation;

(4) contains any methods or content associated
with religious or quasi-religious belief systems or

“new age’ belief systems as defined in Equal Employ-
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ment  Opportunity  Commission Notice N-915.022,

dated September 2, 1988; or

(5) 1s offensive to, or designed to change, partici-
pants’ personal values or lifestyle outside the work-
place.

(b) Nothing in this section shall prohibit, restrict, or
otherwise preclude an agency from conducting training
bearing directly wpon the performance of official duties.

SEC. 622. No funds appropriated in this or any other
Act may be used to implement or enforce the agreements
m Standard Forms 312 and 4414 of the Government or
any other nondisclosure policy, form, or agreement if such
policy, form, or agreement does not contain the following
provisions: “These restrictions are consistent with and do
not supersede, conflict with, or otherwise alter the employee
obligations, rights, or labilities created by Executive
Order No. 12958; section 7211 of title 5, Unated States
Code (governing disclosures to Congress); section 1034 of
title 10, Unated States Code, as amended by the Military
Whastleblower Protection Act (governing disclosure to Con-
gress by members of the military); section 2302(b)(8) of
title 5, Unated States Code, as amended by the Whistle-
Dlower Protection Act (governing disclosures of illegality,
waste, fraud, abuse or public health or safety threats); the

Intelligence Identities Protection Act of 1982 (50 U.S.C.
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421 et seq.) (governing disclosures that could expose con-
fidential Government agents); and the statutes which pro-
tect against disclosure that may compromise the national
security, including sections 641, 793, 794, 798, and 952 of
title 18, United States Code, and section 4(b) of the Sub-
versive Activities Act of 1950 (50 U.S.C. 783(D)). The defi-
nitions, requirements, obligations, rights, sanctions, and li-
abilities created by said Executive order and listed statutes
are incorporated into this agreement and are controlling.”:
Provided, That notwithstanding the preceding paragraph,
a nondisclosure policy form or agreement that is to be exe-
cuted by a person connected with the conduct of an intel-
ligence or intelligence-related activity, other than an em-
ployee or officer of the United States Government, may
contain provisions appropriate to the particular activity
Jor which such document s to be used. Such form or agree-
ment shall, at a minimum, require that the person will not
disclose any classified information received in the course
of such activity unless specifically authorized to do so by
the United States Government. Such nondisclosure forms
shall also make it clear that they do not bar disclosures
to Congress or to an authorized official of an executive
agency or the Department of Justice that are essential to

reporting a substantial violation of law.
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SEcC. 623. No part of any funds appropriated in this
or any other Act shall be used by an agency of the execu-
tiwe branch, other than for normal and recognized execu-
twe-legislative relationships, for publicity or propaganda
purposes, and for the preparation, distribution or use of
any kit, pamphlet, booklet, publication, radio, television or
Jfilm presentation designed to support or defeat legislation
pending before the Congress, except in presentation to the
Congress itself.

SEC. 624. None of the funds appropriated by this or
any other Act may be used by an agency to provide a Fed-
eral employee’s home address to any labor organization ex-
cept when the employee has authorized such disclosure or
when such disclosure has been ordered by a court of com-
petent jurisdiction.

SEC. 625. None of the funds made available in this
Act or any other Act may be used to provide any non-pub-
lic information such as mailing or telephone lists to any
person or any organization outside of the Federal Govern-
ment without the approval of the Committees on Appro-
priations.

SEC. 626. No part of any appropriation contained in
this or any other Act shall be used for publicity or propa-
ganda purposes within the United States not heretofore

authorized by the Congress.
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SEC. 627. (a) In this section the term “agency”—

(1) means an Executive agency as defined under
section 105 of title 5, United States Code;

(2) includes a military department as defined
under section 102 of such title, the Postal Service, and
the Postal Rate Commassion; and

(3) shall not include the General Accounting Of-
fice.

(b) Unless authorized in accordance with law or regu-
lations to use such tvme for other purposes, an employee
of an agency shall use official time in an honest effort to
perform official duties. An employee not under a leave sys-
tem, including a Presidential appointee exempted under
section 6301(2) of title 5, United States Code, has an obli-
gation to expend an honest effort and a reasonable propor-
tion of such employee’s time in the performance of official
duties.

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total of $800,000 including the salary of the Kxecutive Di-

rector and staff support.

SEc. 629. Notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 1346 and sec-
tion 610 of this Act, the head of each Executive department
and agency s hereby authorized to transfer to the “Policy
and Operations” account, General Services Administra-
tion, with the approval of the Director of the Office of
Management and Budget, funds made available for fiscal
year 2002 by this or any other Act, including rebates from
charge card and other contracts. These funds shall be ad-
manastered by the Administrator of General Services to
support Government-wide financial, information tech-
nology, procurement, and other management innovations,
matiatives, and actwities, as approved by the Director of
the Office of Management and Budget, in consultation
with the appropriate interagency groups designated by the
Durector (including the Chief Financial Officers Council
and the Joint Financial Management Improvement Pro-
gram for financial management initiatives, the Chief In-
Sformation Officers Council for information technology ini-
tiatwes, and the Procurement Executives Council for pro-
curement initiatives). The total funds transferred shall not
exceed $17,000,000. Such transfers may only be made 15

days following notification of the Committees on Appro-
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priations by the Director of the Office of Management and

Budget.

SEC. 630. (a) IN GENERAL.—Hereafter, in accordance
with requlations promulgated by the Office of Personnel
Management, an Executive agency which provides or pro-
poses to provide child care services for Federal employees
may use appropriated funds (otherwise available to such
agency for salaries and expenses) to provide child care, in
a Federal or leased facility, or through contract, for civil-
wan employees of such agency.

() NOTIFICATION.—None of the funds made available

m this or any other Act may be used to implement the
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provisions of this section absent advance notification to the
Committees on Appropriations.

SEc. 631. Notwithstanding any other provision of
law, a woman may breastfeed her child at any location in
a Federal bwilding or on Federal property, if the woman
and her child are otherwise authorized to be present at the
location.

SEC. 632. Nothwithstanding section 1346 of title 31,
Unated States Code, or section 610 of this Act, funds made
available for fiscal year 2002 by this or any other Act
shall be available for the interagency funding of specific
projects, workshops, studies, and similar efforts to carry
out the purposes of the National Science and Technology
Council (authorized by Executive Order No. 12881), which
benefit multiple Federal departments, agencies, or entities:
Provided, That the Office of Management and Budget shall
provide a report describing the budget of and resources
connected with the National Science and Technology Coun-
cil to the Commattees on Appropriations, the House Com-
mittee on Science; and the Senate Commattee on Com-
merce, Science, and Transportation 90 days after enact-
ment of this Act.

SEC. 633. Any request for proposals, solicitation,
grant application, form, notification, press release, or

other publications involving the distribution of Federal
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Junds shall indicate the agency providing the funds and

(b) ExXCEPTIONS.—The limitations established in sub-
section (a) shall not apply to—

(1) any record of aggregate data that does not
identify particular persons;

(2) any voluntary submission of personally iden-
tifiable information;

(3) any action taken for law enforcement, regu-
latory, or supervisory purposes, in accordance with
applicable law; or

(4) any action described in subsection (a)(1) that
18 a system security action taken by the operator of
an Internet site and 1is necessarily incident to the ren-
dition of the Internet site services or to the protection
of the rights or property of the provider of the Inter-
net site.

(¢) DEFINITIONS.—For the purposes of this section:

(1) The term “regulatory” means agency actions
to wmplement, interpret or enforce authorities pro-
vided i law.

(2) The term “supervisory” means examinations
of the agency’s supervised institutions, including as-

sessing safety and soundness, overall financial condi-
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tion, management practices and policies and compli-

ance with applicable standards as provided in law.

SEC. 640. (a) Section 8335(a) of title 5, United States
Code, 1s amended by striking the period at the end of the
first sentence and inserting: “or completes the age and
service requirements for an annuity under section 8336,
whichever occurs later.”.
